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Detailed Action 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1,5, and 6-8 (renumbered as 1-5) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This application is for a disk apparatus. 

• Claims 1 and 6 specify a disk apparatus which requires: 

"...the detection section includes a pin for detecting the information hole and a support 
portion for supporting the pin, the tray includes a detection hole to which the pin is 
inserted, and the recording medium driver includes a plate spring that constantly bias the 
support portion of the detection section from a back surface side opposite to the mount 
surface of the tray in a direction toward the mount surface, an end of the plate spring 
being fixed to the support portion and the other end of the plate spring being fixed to the 
tray. " 

These features, in combination with the other features of Claims 1 and 6 are not anticipated 
by, nor made obvious over, the prior art of record. The claims are allowed based on the 
details given in the specification of the various means outlined in the claims.
